Believe Seven

W ashington, Aug. 2 (ZP) — Gov­ 
ernm ent officials said today a 
widespread search is on for seven 
fast former arm y combat planes 
reported to be headed for a “for­ 
eign country” after an unauthor­ 
ized takeoff from a Florida field,

deputy 
commissioner of the Bureau of 
Customs, confirmed reports from 
Florida 
th at 
an 
"alert" 
was 
ordered to prevent the planes 
from leaving this country, if they 
have not done so already. 
They are two fast-flying P-38s. 
and five P-51s. W ar departm ent 
officials said some of these planes, 
used by American flyers in the 
war, have been sold as surplus 
and may , be in the hands of ci­ 
vilians. 
"There are plenty of young fel­ 
lows in this country 'w ho know 
how to fly these ships,” one officer 
said.

confirm nor deny th at the planes 
have actually taken to the air.
